At the 


beginning of the 13th century, ſome computed from - 


the Annunciation, ſome from the Nativity, ſome from 


the Circumciſion, and others from the Paſſion of our 
Lord; of courſe, there was no fixed rule of compu- 
tation in Gervaſe of Canterbury's time. Matt. Paris,
